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URAL education with its limited curriculum, inadequately 
trained personnel, and meager equipment, with its back- 
rural political, social, and economic life, and with its 
whims, and idiosyncrasies, presents urgent situation 
American education. The importance the problems rural 
education are emphasized the fact that more than one third 
the total school population the United States depends for its 
education upon the rural school which fully one third the 
teachers the country are employed. the moment probably 
phase American education offers greater opportunity for 
real leadership than does rural education. 

Little attention has been given the rapidly growing litera- 
ture supervision the problems the rural school, yet the 
need rural teachers for supervision far greater than that 
communities. few experimental studies have been made, 
but nowhere the literature there complete, organized treat- 
ment rural supervision. The basic principles supervision are, 
sure, the same for all divisions the school system, but 
studies applying these principles the special conditions and 
problems selected fields are always 

Because the scope the field covered, the absence 
data, the limited number trained leaders and depend- 
able field workers, scientific studies rural education have been 
and are extremely difficult. However, spite the obstacles and 
handicaps that might have overwhelmed less adventurous and 
courageous spirits, those engaged the field have made signifi- 
cant the study the various problems, planning 
forward-looking programs, and actual achievements the 
schools.*

Public and Private Schools 


There are many Catholic secondary 
schools and colleges, for both day scholars 
and boarders, which receive assistance 
from public funds but are maintained com- 
pletely their governors.

Under the new Education Act, now 
possible for those privately conducted Cath- 
olic schools which have hitherto received 
assistance from public funds apply 
the Ministry for full maintenance. The 
conditions for receiving full maintenance 
are briefly follows: The governors 
the school must agree pay half the cost 
any alterations, improvements, exten- 
sions their buildings which are deemed 
necessary the local education au- 
thority. The Ministry Education will 
pay the governors one half the cost 
such alterations, etc., and may assist 
the governors their expenditure loans. 
The local education authority will then 
maintain the school and pay the teachers’ 
salaries. Pupils these fully maintained 
Catholic schools will pay fees. Religious 
instruction will entirely under the con- 
trol the governors two thirds whom 
will foundation governors and one third 
representatives the local education au- 
thority.

The second article, however, deals with the 
ends themselves which are set for the 
teaching Latin. deeply involves one’s 
whole philosophy life, with its consequent 
concepts education and the function 
education.

The matter prime importance, see it, 
clarify our philosophy the teaching 
Latin Catholic schools first. Thus our 
philosophy will guide set proper ends 
first all; and then and then only can 
search for practical means attain them. 
invert this order, that is, experiment blindly 
with means before having clear ends, 
bungle through from muddle confusion 

view this, propose discuss only 
Dr. Lamers’ second article, October. 
doing this hope make one step toward 
our ends for the teaching Latin 
Catholic schools.

The Influence Secularism 


Dr. Lamers’ second article indeed vigor- 
ous and stimulating. suggests short 
space almost all the chief objections which 
materialistic and secularistic philosophy has 
been hurling for years its efforts 
drive Latin out the public high schools 
and colleges. Those arguments, whether valid 
invalid, have long been making the task 
upholding Latin and enrollment Latin in- 
creasingly difficult for the Latin teachers 
those public high schools. For there the ma- 
jority the administrators, counselors, and 
teachers themselves have been trained 
materialistic and secularistic philosophy 

sincerely hope, however, that Catholic 
administrator teacher will think that its 
major contentions apply Catholic schools 
before investigates from what philosophy 
those contentions have been drawn. Moreover, 
questions and observations which have come 
result Dr. Lamers’ articles have 
shown the need recalling some funda- 
mental points our Catholic philosophy 
education. 

Much modern materialistic “psychology,” 
which its devotees have glorified into phi- 
losophy life and education, regards man 
being purely material. His behavior and 
reactions are studied chiefly the same 
way the reactions chemicals, plants, and 
animals, that is, laboratory methods and 
extensive statistical studies. For men have 
acted, will they act the necessity 
statistical law. spiritual soul with free will 
which might upset the predictions those 
statistics just much medieval nonsense. 
scientist psychologist the modern 
enlightenment takes them seriously today. 
Man’s destiny function? this world, 
get all the stimulations and pleasures 
can, and help his neighbor that his 
neighbor will helpful him return. 
Man’s destiny after death who knows what. 

This outlook the modern psychology 
issues set pedagogical methods its 
own, and eventually literature educa- 
tion more concerned with methods and results 
than with content objectively true. This out- 
look has long been incredibly widespread 
the American schools and universities which 
are not Catholic. well known, perhaps 
the chief center disseminating has been the 
Teachers College Columbia University, the 
academic home John Dewey and 
Thorndike. Out this psychology has grown 
small measure the secularistic outlook 
life. 


Catholic Concept Man 


strong contrast with this materialistic 
secularistic outlook the Catholic concept 
man. The man educated person 
possessing (1) body which has powers 
grow, sense, react stimuli; (2) soul 
which has (a) power, named the in- 
tellect, which can recognize, judge, and 
reason, and (b) power, named the will, 
which can love, hate, and decide; (3) 
that soul, under proper conditions, super- 
natural life which can increase this life 
doing good works and receiving the sacra- 
ments, and which will enable him the next 
life know God directly, and happy 
knowing, loving, and enjoying Him. Thus 
man’s ultimate destiny the attained per- 
fection his nature the joy the beatific 
vision. other words, supernatural 
beatitude proportioned the grace has 
merited earth. earns this next-world 
happiness here below, developing per- 
fecting his whole nature with all its parts and 
powers, and aiding his fellow men per- 
fect themselves and their neighbors society. 

this life should carry out this de- 
veloping his whole nature self giving 
well-balanced attention all its parts. 
should care for his body, whose powers they 
could called faculties—he can train 
exercise like football tennis. should de- 
velop his power faculty intellect 
acquiring intellectual virtues; that is, 
should exercise his intellect that can 
function more easily and accurately gaining 
understanding, science, and wisdom, and 
can understand and assimilate more and more 
content objectively true. should train his 
power will acquiring moral virtues; that 
is, exercising that can function 
more easily embracing the good. should 
above all increase his supernatural life 
performing good acts and receiving the sacra- 
ments. should promote his individual good 
and the social good the family, the nation, 
and the Church. 

From this philosophy flows the Catholic 
outlook life, the Catholic philosophy 
education, and much the selection sub- 
jects studied and the methods 
employed them. The Catholic philosopher 
educationalist knows well that the data 
supplied modern experimental psychology 
are aid true Thomistic psy- 
chology. But they are not substitute for it, 
complete outlook life.

Whether Latin gives more training trans- 
fer than German mathematics English 
something else seems unimportant 
practice. For any teacher with experience 
has noticed that because such factors 
native ability spontaneous interest the 
good fortune having skillful teacher, 
one student will gain more mental discipline 
and transfer training from mathematics, 
another from German, another from Latin, 
another from something else. chief point 
here this. the case reasonably good 
teacher instructing fairly intelligent pupil, 
Latin can contribute much training mind 
and its transfer, though this mental discipline 
far from being the chief only objective 
studying Latin.

Many Objectives 

Anyone who has read the more recent Cath- 
olic writers the teaching Latin, such 
Kirsch, McGucken, Castiello, 
knows that mental discipline one objective, 
but only one set down with host others 
deemed more important. Does not Castiello 
expound length “complete cultural con- 
tact” with the classics? much admire his 
outlook. Moreover, experience which have 
had with the graduates from our Catholic high 
schools, plus having administered stand- 
ardized tests with nationwide norms, have 
convinced that present, the case 
those who study Latin years, this “complete 
cultural contact” being achieved our 
Catholic high schools degree sufficient 
justify the place years Latin the 
curriculum these schools. Assuredly there 
room for improvement; but the present 
achievement good, and offers excellent 
prospects for future developments. 

Dr. Lamers follows his definition “formal 
discipline doctrine” quoting the 
Dictionary Education: “mental discipline 
theory seldom accepted serious students 
mental development.” Notice the obfuscat- 
ing change terminology, called 
lapping.” This juxtaposing the two statements 
leads unwary reader think that the 
second citation about mental discipline refers 
the formal discipline the first; that is, 
that the second citation states that nowadays 
capable students seldom accept formal disci- 
pline. (The Dictionary Education takes 
formal discipline mean either (1) transfer 
training, (2) the doctrine that the main 
purpose education the development 
mental capacity rather than the acquisition 
knowledge.) But checking the source?? from 
which the two citations are taken reveals that 
the second citation not all dealing with 
either the two matters termed formal dis- 
cipline. dealing with precisely that mental 
discipline which has just defined “the 
training mental ‘faculties’ such memory, 
imagination, and reasoning” all which, 
typical materialistic fashion, throwing out 
with ignorant scorn. 

the second citation has bearing 
the first. But does have this implication: 
these writers, who reject faculties, are capable 
students mental development: John Dewey, 
Thorndike, and Bolton; and these, 
since they admit faculties, are not capable 
students: Kirsch, Castiello, Kelly, and 
the author the Encyclical Education! 
Surely such argument has cogency with 
Catholics. 


another argument, Dr. Lamers quotes 
quip his acquaintance. suggests that 
Catholic teachers value Latin merely because 
hard for the students. But Catholic 
authorities have held such view; they value 
reasons. 

Mere difficulty not all what makes 
education effective. the other hand, having 
something difficult the curriculum not 
lightly discarded, either. For unless the 
student made exercise himself some- 
thing fairly hard high school, little 
likely develop his intellectual powers fully. 
College teachers have experienced what seri- 
ous, pitiful, and often irreparable loss in- 
curred bright students who did not have 
work hard high school. 


Getting Our Bearings 


Here another strange fact claims attention. 
all his own extensive documentation, Dr. 
Lamers himself has not referred one 
Catholic writer! Nor does his article reflect 
any the leading Catholic opinions the 
past years his example, 
those found such outstanding and readily 
available books those Kirsch, McGucken, 
Castiello, Kelly, and Harmon. His hav- 
ing overlooked the Catholic writers makes 
hope all the more that Dr. Lamers has been 
trying only stimulate discussion, 
ferret out deficiencies our present 
achievements teaching Latin; and that 
heart does not mean his articles 
well-rounded plan for Latin Catholic 
schools, attack which sincerely be- 
lieves.

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Practical Aids for the Teacher 


The subject this paper timely for 
many reasons. Most will agree that 
pupils are far more eager entertained 
than taught; but, unfortunately, teachers 
have the age-old obligation 
knowledge.

Their 
great drawback, course, their cost, 
they are rather expensive. Small records 
“Blanche Neige” and other fairy tales can 
obtained low cost from the St. Cyr 
Music Shop, rue St. Joseph, Quebec. These 
are very enjoyable, and since most students 
are already familiar with the stories they tell, 
they will find these records not too difficult 
follow. The ear training given through 
records and through radio programs 
valuable, pupils are hearing not only correct 
pronunciation, but also correct intonation and 
diction. French programs the radio are 
rather hard get, especially during school 
hours, but, according the American Asso- 
ciation Teachers French, most state 
universities broadcast lessons modern lan- 
guages, and you can ascertain when and 
where hear them writing state uni- 
versities. Canadian broadcasts the evening 
are not too difficult dial, and listening 
them can made assignment for home- 
work.

Heath also pub- 
lishes very fine collection songs, Chants 
France, with piano accompaniment, ex- 
planatory notes, and vocabulary. 

Occasionally, reward particularly good 
recitation lesson, liven particularly 
dull one, teach French version more 
less modern song. High school students 
enjoy that very much. have brought with 
copies such World War favorites 
Over There, Keep the Home Fires Burning, 
and Buddy, well the ever popular 
White Christmas.

This will not 
entail any additions already over- 
crowded curriculum, but simply the laying 
fresh emphasis basic principles, and 
much more vivid application them re- 
ligion and social studies courses. The high 
school teacher must never forget that all 
things with which the student comes con- 
tact fellow students, books, recre- 
something his complete development; and 
that the will the student guided action 
the truth apprehended. Therefore, must 
first learn the implications democracy and 
then the means preserve it. 


What 


Democracy consists mainly the habits 
thinking whereby people are free and have the 
power choose government which “of 
the people, the people, for the people.” 
Since this freedom rooted justice, the 
persons who make society are not just, 
the government will not just. Students 
today look upon the word politician term 
opprobrium instead honor, because the 
men office are often not worthy their 
position. Yet these men have been selected 
popular vote through the ignorance the 
people. duty the school dispel this 
ignorance and arouse active interest 
the processes and problems democratic 
government. Our students should learn 
form and express sound convictions; for 
articulate citizenry absolutely essential 
healthy, vigorous democracy. The voter must 
able size candidate and list the 
qualifications necessary for his office; and also 
the standards they expect him meet while 
power. Formation school clubs and elect- 
ion home-room officers will give high school 
students the opportunity practice these 
fundamental virtues citizenship. There 
should frequent meetings 


elections allow the students voice their 
reactions the administration they them- 
selves have elected. Meetings, however, should 
conducted orderly fashion and only 
after adequate preparation. the home room, 
even freshmen can trained habits 
prudence and art being allowed elect 
their own officers, draw rules 
observed members the home room and 
penalties for offenders. Committees may 
chosen draw regulations preserve “the 
tranquility regulations concerning 
punctuality, neatness, adherence specific 
school rules, etc. Offenders may their own 
accusers, and automatically get themselves re- 
instated the good graces their fellow 
students carrying out the prescribed penal- 
ties. small groups such home room, 
the students easily may learn that everybody 
important, everybody belongs, and every- 
body has chance lead. The students must 
not only convinced this basic principle 
democracy, but they must acquire the cour- 
age their convictions and thus prepared 
socially, morally, and spiritually for Christian 
citizenship adult society. Meanwhile, all 
will guided and directed the unobtrusive 
vigilance the zealous teacher, for we, the 
teachers, shape the attitude our students for 
good for ill. 


Practicing Citizenship 

preserve democtacy, reverence and 
obedience must the very marrow 
citizens. Responsibility placed squarely 
the shoulders the individual; must have 
the power within him carry the burden 
that responsibility democracy will not sur- 
vive.

studied early civilization, man’s 
progress modernizing his world was com- 
pared with that our own development 
through such inventions radio, television, 
and the atomic bomb. Frequent references 
modern times served stimulate interest and 
attention. Maps were often used tracing 
the course the continental glacier and sites 
such civilization that the lake dwell- 
ers.

Class composed playlets dramatizing primi- 
tive life depicted such features The Cave 
Family, The Discovery and Use Fire, 
Man’s Fight Against the Elements, and Early 
Communication greatly enriched the children’s 
historical background. These short productions 
lasted between five ten minutes but proved 
great assistance teaching the grade ma- 
terial. encouraging originality found that 
written work also profited.

“What can about all these failures?” asked myself after 
finishing the disheartening task correcting fourth-grade geog- 
raphy tests. had discovered that class had retained very few

information from other references. Some 
simple methods for constructing Eskimo 
projects were enthusiastically accepted

Teaching Religion Third, Fourth, 
and Fifth Grades

One the grandest privileges that can be- 
fall teacher our Catholic schools that 
instructing the boys and girls the third, 
fourth, and fifth grades. Particularly this 
true the matter religious instruction. 
that happy, angelic age preadolescence, 
these boys and girls tender years are 
yet unaware the sad awakening which 
comes with the dawn manhood and woman- 
hood with its concupiscence and consequent 
ills which fallen man heir. The “knowl- 
edge good and evil” is, were, merely 
abstract idea them. Consequently, they 
are for the most part still the possession 
that childlike innocence which makes them 
the greatest idealists and hero worshipers 
the world. them this great big world one 
ethereal paradise. Each day unfolds new thrills 
resulting even greater and greater discov- 
eries unending pleasures and delights. They 
love probe nature’s secrets and marvel its 
wonders. them all people are inherently 
good, even their teachers! Moreover, they 
look upon their elders with respectful awe 
and admiration! the simplicity their 
guileless hearts they consider every adult 
potential gold mine wisdom whom they 
can have recourse for solutions their child- 
hood. problems. They put implicit faith and 
confidence everybody.

There one, perhaps, for whom they 
have greater respect; one whom they 
idolize more; one who held more in- 
fallible than their teacher. them repre- 
sents the sum total knowledge, the paragon 
righteousness, the acme perfection the 
nearest approach divinity earth. What 
powerful source for good, then, the teacher 
these primary grades! 

time again their lives will these 
children enjoy such genuine open-mindedness, 
such naiveté, such uninhibited bliss the 
twilight their childhood! Impressions re- 
ceived then can literally “make break” their 
future lives. Not immediately, perhaps, 
their youthful minds and immature judgment 
are incapable discerning the whole truth, 
but years later, romantic childhood melts 
away into the stark reality young manhood 
and womanhood. Then, these boys and girls 
will remember the observations, teachings, and 
experiences childhood. then they will 
either rejoice and glad for what has gone 
before, they will crestfallen and dejected 
their dream house topples upon them. 
There sadder nor more tragic spectacle 
all the world than that the young man 
woman who discovers that she has 
been duped and that his dreams grandeur 
are but pitiful delusions that. the world has 
betrayed him. 

With these few introductory observations 
the importance the place the third, 
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fourth, and fifth grades the great drama 
life and the obvious seriousness with which 
teachers charge this age group should 
face their duty trust and responsibility, 
now presume make our observations the 
subject teaching religion these youngsters. 


The Teacher’s Opportunity 


the outset let make perfectly clear 
one and all that religion not just another 
subject which occupies limited period the 
daily curriculum time schedule. Religion 
our philosophy life; hence permeates our 
every action throughout each hour, each day, 
each year our lives. live and 
breathe. This truth should uppermost our 
struction for the preadolescents. time 
are boys and girls more capable formation 
virtuous conduct, pious practices, and over- 
all Catholic living than during these years 
innocence. What grand field youthful 
apostolate placed before the teacher! The 
religious teacher has within his grasp the op- 
portunity mold these boys and girls into 
living saints! The teacher, therefore, must not 
lose single occasion throughout the course 
the day develop the minds and hearts 
his young charges according the pattern 
the Christ Child. constant vigilance over 
all, prudent correction the wayward, and 
patient kindness turning back the veil 
ignorance, the teacher can work miracles 
transformation the lives these little 
children. 


Beware! Beware! 


But for the present let consider the 
class religion itself. Usually, most 
schools, the first subject the daily 
program. While this most desirable from 
the standpoint impressing the minds 
the youngsters the primary importance 
religion their course studies, neverthe- 
less presents possible danger. refer 
the fact that many teachers often make ob- 
servations and corrections the beginning 
school. There the danger that the boys 
and girls will unconsciously associate the class 
religion with the dreadful ordeal punish- 
ments. Probably nothing could more pro- 
ductive serious and lasting harm than 
such unfortunate occurrence. Let warn 
the teachers, therefore, that the class re- 
ligion should conducted most whole- 
some and cheerful atmosphere. Never should 
teacher have recourse punishment any 
similar demonstration even righteous anger 
indignation during the entire duration 
the catechism class except extreme neces- 
sity. This question the proper atmosphere 
the religion class one the greatest im- 
portance. The same rule should applied 
much possible any religious exercise. 
Pupils guilty misconduct during religion 
classes during church services should 
cautioned the time and reprimanded later 
outside those classes services. Ex- 
perienced teachers can cite numerous deplor- 
able instances fallen-away Catholics, one 
remote cause which can traced the 
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imprudence overzealous teacher pun- 
ishing boy girl during classes religion. 
The boy and girl erroneously associates the 
punishment with religion and thus embarks 
the sad trail that often leads the tragic 
disaster religious indifference and even 
treason the faith later life. 


Questions and Cross Questions 


How should the teacher conduct the class 
religion? There are various methods all 
tried and true. Oftentimes one method will 
succeed with one teacher whereas would 
useless tool the hands another. 
here propose what believe the one 
method that can hardly meet with failure since 
within itself has the seed success. 
probably the oldest method teaching known 
man and has been wisely used since the 
dawn our western civilization. refer 
the catechetical method from which our 
little course religion derives its name. The 
teaching catechism the question and an- 
swer method the name implies still the 
best, our humble opinion. Particularly 
this true for the children the early grades. 
Their undeveloped intellects cannot cope with 
the profound dogmas, mysterious otherwise, 
the perfect moral code, and the sublime 
worship with which the little catechism treats. 
The teacher best can little more than 
introduce much the great truth our reli- 
gion these little boys and girls. However, 
therein lies the great test the primary 
teacher. must put across solid fashion 
what Holy Mother the Church 
children know. The teacher must lay firm 
foundation which subsequent teachers can 
build the mighty fabric good Catholic 
man woman living saint! 

How can the primary teacher with such 
limited subjects hope succeed such 
tremendous undertaking? The answer lies 
that little title which stares the face 
every time pick the catechism. Yes, the 
name itself the answer! How often fail 
see the woods for the trees! Let the 
teacher take three four questions daily. 
serious, conscientious preparation, skillful 
resourcefulness, and painstaking attention 
all the details should give clear, thorough 
explanation each word, phrase, and sen- 
tence. Nothing should left doubt. 
cross-questioning and simple illustrations the 
teacher must absolutely sure that every 
boy and girl the class 
cisely what the questions and answers mean. 
this not imply that the children will 
understand the sense that they will com- 
prehend what the little catechism contains. 
How many us, even after score more 
years studying our religion, would presume 
that! The children should understand 
that the questions and answers mean so-and-so 
and not something else the teacher with 
bit ingenuity can detect. 


Allow Mistakes 


Allow make little diversion here 
include very useful and wise observation 
which gathered many years ago while 
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listening learned bishop discuss the teach- 
ing religion. His Excellency pointed 
that the most important element the teach- 
ing religion arouse and stimulate the 
interest the pupils. strict sense pupils 
should not allowed make mistakes 
this all-important subject. the course 
the explanation the wise experienced 
teacher will ask questions the pupils with 
due regard their respective talents. 
pupil class should overlooked nor 
slow backward. The teacher must learn the 
art cross-questioning that enables all the 
pupils answer correctly. teaching 
ligion the teacher should guided the 
principle that trying find out what the 
pupil knows, not what does not know! 
following this wise suggestion the teacher 
bound get happy response his religion 
class. 
Memorize the Catechism 


And now come the most important 
phase the catechetical method. What 
about those questions and 
selves apart from the explanations which 
have been meticulously prepared and im- 
parted? Should the teacher make 
memorize the questions and answers? say 
emphatically, “Yes!” The students should 
and can commit not only the answers but also 
the questions memory. This is, our hum- 
ble opinion, one the most important points 
Children the tender ages found the 
primary grades can memorize with ease and 
facility that almost uncanny. should 
make use this great God-given talent im- 
print indelibly were the truths our 
religion their minds. The two together 
and should studied such. Three four 
questions learned and recited daily not 
severe task for any youngster. the begin- 
ning the teacher might experience little 
difficulty getting verbatim recitations but 
this must not cause discouragement never 
should influence the teacher abandon 
the idea! Patience the classroom the 
greatest virtue the teacher can exercise next 
more apparent than the case catechism 
recitations. some pupils should rather 
slow, even backward, the teacher 
them just the same. Helpfulness them will 
never misconstrued the other pupils 
weakness the part the teacher. Please 
remember that children, unhampered the 
warped preconceptions which plague grown- 
ups, are often unknowingly wiser and keener 
observers than the teachers themselves. 
teachers would agreeably shocked 
only knew how far the fair-minded, talented 
the rescue the ignorant and less favored 
pupil! 

Repetition still the best teacher! each 
chapter section the catechism com- 
pleted, the teacher should conduct thorough 
review. should examine the students 
they have assimilated the matter gone 
over. Secondly, should have 
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recitation the chapter, taken 
sections, necessary. This will have the effect 
further impressing the words and ideas 
the minds the pupils—the major 
objective. 

But why insist much the 
necessity having the students memorize the 
questions and answers the little catechism? 
Fundamentally, the reason because the 
little catechism contains concise form prac- 
tically the entire teachings the Catholic 
Church. highly important for later life 
that the boys and girls have, least 
simple form, the principal dogmas and duties 
their How many here have 
often reflected those simple questions and 
answers memorized our own 
childhood. They are most sacred us. 
can recall them almost will; often 
ponder them our hearts. Cannot the same 
said the average layman who studied 
the same we? When life’s problems become 
almost unbearable, when tragedy and mis- 
fortune cross their path, when their very 
faith put the test, how many men have 
been saved from desolation and utter despair 
the inspired recollection that little 
formula from the catechism carefully in- 
stilled the dim mists childhood: “Why 
did God make me? God made know 
Him, love Him, serve Him this 
world, and happy with Him forever 
the next.” Yes, these little questions should 
studied and memorized completely 
never forgotten. 

There are those who may disagree with this 
attitude. Modern educational thought seems 
put little emphasis the part played 
the memory the acquisition knowledge. 
result, many teachers contend that the 
main thing the thought regardless the 
exact words. our opinion they are simply 
deluding themselves. argue that unless 
teachers demand exactitude their recita- 
tions, the pupils will soon take 
attitude toward learning. How often students 
are heard ask: have learn this 
word for word?” Frankly, the question 
tantamount asking whether they are ex- 
pected study this lesson not! any 
rate, all ask, our argument for verbatim 
recitations, the simple task memorizing 
few precise words that are necessary get 
the complete thought stated the little 
catechism. attempt the thought without the 
use those exact words would make one 
liable heresy! This would treading 
dangerous ground and should out the 
question for the religious teacher. 

Another important reason for making the 
little children memorize these questions and 
answers thoroughly the fact that this 
fund knowledge their Catholic Faith 
will prove the “Rock Ages” for them 


majority their non-Catholic brethren, they 
will have something tangible philosophy 
life; something which they can rely with 
infallible surety solving the complex prob- 
lems that constantly confront them. They 
have grope blindly the “stage 
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life” going they know not where. Theirs 
solid foundation built truth—the only 
eternal thing here below. that simple con- 
viction lies the essence, the majestic beauty 
Catholic living. 


Typical Lesson 


Following logical sequence, the next step 
our discussion should brief outline 
typical catechism lesson demonstrating the 
thoroughness explanation and including 
few the practical cross questions that 
should accompany the former. For our lesson 
have chosen the questions the Fourth 
Commandment taken from the No. Cate- 
chism. The first these questions reads 
follows: “What are commanded the 
Fourth Commandment?” The answer is: “We 
are commanded the Fourth Commandment 
honor, love, and obey our parents all 
that not sin.” our explanation 
should, first all, define the word 
manded” meaning “ordered” “told 
something.” The children must made 
understand that this idea command not 
the same request wish expressed 
their parents. The next step would take 
each the words “to love,” and 
“to obey” and explain them simple terms. 
For instance, “to honor” our parents means 
give them the respect which their due, 
always speak well them, and never 
anything that would displease, shame, 
disgrace them. “To love” means keep for 
them the first place our hearts next God. 
means that should willing 
anything lawful help them, make 
them happy, show them that are thank- 
ful that God gave them our father 
and mother. “To obey” our parents means 
whatever they ask without grumbling 
showing any signs pouting stubborn- 
ness. The last phrase the answer “in all 
that not should made clear the 
children the use illustrative examples. 
For instance, the children could told that 
their parents cannot tell them lie, nor 
steal, nor anything that bad. How- 
ever, would wise warn the children 
that their parents are good people and that 
all probability the latter would never ask 
them such things. always best 
stress the positive rather than the negative 
treating this commandment your ex- 
planations the children. 

completion the above explanation the 
teacher should begin series cross questions 
test the understanding the class and 
the same time give opportunity the 
boys and girls enumerate many practical 
instances how they can “honor, love, and 
obey” their parents. this but skeleton 
outline typical class, have limit 
ourselves few questions. Please remember 
that the more difficult questions are for the 
more talented students, the easier ones for 
the slower .pupils. Some these questions 
could phrased follows leads: 

(1) boy girl good, polite, and 
always minds his father and mother, how 
does this bring honor them? (2) boys 


and girls honor their parents when they work 
hard and try make good marks school? 
How? (3) the teacher, friend, tells 
father and mother that are well-behaved 
children, how does this honor them? (4) When 
help mother the kitchen, try 
little chores about the home, how does this 
prove that love her? question this type 
helps introduce the idea sacrifice the 
children one the real proofs true 
love. Although the boys and girls are quite 
young, not too early develop them 
the spirit sacrifice. They should made 
realize that love not one-sided but in- 
cludes the idea “give and take.” (5) When 
father mother asks pick things 
off the floor, study lessons night, 
how would act show them that 
always obey? (6) When mother asks 
the grocery store when playing 
ball, how show that truly obedient 
boy? These and similar questions can asked 
random. The more and varied the questions, 
the better the children will grasp the lesson 
positive way. The teacher should have the 
children cite numerous examples how 
they can observe the Fourth Commandment 
refers their parents. you will note, 
have covered but one the questions 
the Fourth Commandment. like treatment 
the other questions would naturally follow. 
This sample explanation and cross-question- 
ing should sufficient for our purpose this 
time. 
Tell Them Story 


all the means whereby skillful teacher 
can arouse and sustain interest his religion 
class, the most effective that storytelling. 
Children the primary grades love stories, 
especially those with moral them. There 
limitation the subject matter nor 
the almost inexhaustible source exploitation 
this field. Our Lord Himself gave the 
example the prominent place pedagogy 
this educational tool. refer His 
parables. wise teacher would resort 
stories often possible teaching the 
third, fourth, and fifth grades. should 
build reserve stories from his readings 
the lives the saints, from books dealing 
with children’s tales, and from his own ex- 
perience. good teacher should develop the 
art storytelling and the ability cre- 
ative work along this all-important line. These 
stories can built around the idea in- 
culcating some virtue such purity, honesty, 
truthfulness, cetera. they can 
the means whereby some pious practice, such 
daily prayer, frequent attendance holy 
Mass, frequent reception the sacraments, 
can stressed with telling force. How many 
Brothers can trace the germination the 
seed our vocation those primary grades 
which pious, thoughtful teacher struck 
responsive chord our hearts via some little 
story that stirred every fiber our emotional 
being and caused vibrate with heroic 
aspirations! While the subject story- 
telling, let encourage all teachers acquire 
the art telling story. Teachers must study 
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and practice the tools the dramatic school 
particularly those referring climactic build- 
up, suspense, modulation, and inflection the 
voice. final caution this subject 
teacher should never feel that storytelling 
waste time, that one permitting his 
heart get ahead his head. After all, the 
students are interested, the probability they 
will learn something. 

Permit say few words about the 
subject Bible history. general rule the 
study the Bible taken separate 
course most grammar schools. Where this 
not the case, can correlated with the 
class religion. Many useful and instructive 
stories may found there supplement the 
teaching the catechism. Furthermore, the 
stories from Bible history can used with 
double effectiveness source for reproduc- 
tion exercises the English class. The teacher 
should read, have the pupils read, the 
stories and then have the latter retell them 
simple language. However, these should 
limited parts stories, the latter are 
considerable length. Small children must 
not required write more than 
words. 


Religion Practice 


And now would like make few 
remarks the question instituting pious 
practices among the children. This includes, 
first all, the saying their daily prayers 
which should given careful attention 
the teacher not only the exact words but 
also the proper enunciation them. The 
teacher should strive develop his pupils 
love for holy Mass and the practice 
frequent reception the sacraments 
penance and Holy Eucharist. And today, more 
than ever, must cultivate the hearts 
his little charges tender, filial devotion 
Mary the Mother God. The children must 
taught say the rosary. mentioned 
before, children these primary grades need 
but the impetus the right direction 
gather the momentum which will accelerate 
the growth personal sanctity throughout 
the years come, ultimately developing them 
into stanch Catholic young men and women. 
The teacher must keep before the minds 
the pupils that what they for the greater 
honor and glory God and His Blessed 
Mother. the same time, out 
that doing what right they also please 
their parents and teachers. However, this 
must not given too much play for fear 
that might detrimental the real ob- 
jective that God the final end and reward 
all good deeds. 

Teachers should praise the class whole 
and scrupulously avoid singling out individual 
students for their accomplishments particu- 
larly before the assembled class. The latter 
practice tends more harm than good. 
inflates the “ego” the pupil being 
the limelight and inversely deflates the 
other members the class. Teachers should 
keep mind that some boys and girls are 
handicapped developing pious practices 
such frequent attendance holy Mass 
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and reception the sacraments environ- 
ment and even the restrictions put them 
well-meaning but misguided parents. 
prudent checkup attendance holy Mass 
Sundays and holydays warranted; how- 
ever, this very ticklish business fraught 
with danger and should done private 
there question doubtful case. 
Teachers must respect the privacy the 
inner forum their charges and should never 
humiliate them nor cast reflection upon them 
front the other classmates. Again, there 
would the possibility giving scandal 
the others publicly discussing the laxity 
negligence some one pupil. After all, little 
children can hardly held responsible for 
failure observe the laws God and the 
Church very serious matters all proba-

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bility their parents are fault. the latter 
case, the prudent teacher would discuss the 
matter with his superior pastor before 
taking any action whatsoever. 

conclusion, would like stress one 
final point, namely, that the Catechism 
should The children should pray, 
sing, resolve, meditate, and even examine their 
consciences. Too often the Catechism class 
purely intellectual. Let remember that 
are training the hearts well the minds 
our pupils. Knowledge alone not enough. 
Our boys and girls must become imbued 
with the love God and loyalty His 
service that they will ever live exemplary 
Catholics thought, word, and deed for the 
entire duration their mortal lives here 
earth. 


the First Grade 


Sister Hyacinth, 


With the fall opening school comes 
new group primary teachers who start 
thrilling adventure. their first year 
work the studio God, where the souls 
and minds little children receive the 
touches that help mold their minds and 
hearts for their destiny here and hereafter. 

One the privileges given these primary 
teachers that from them the child receives 
the power use that mysterious key which 
unlocks all the doors the kingdom 
knowledge which open the touch the 
golden key called reading. 

The new teacher the threshold her 
great adventure into the world trusting 
little children, whose trust she must not fail, 
asking herself: “How can capture their 
interest? What must prepare for this par- 
ticular class now make their first days 
school interesting and attractive? How soon 
can start them reading from the preprimer? 
What preparatory work must plan? How 
shall group them?” 

Then her mind goes back that course 
primary reading. She smiles she thinks 
herself: all these questions asking 
myself are concerned with reading readiness. 
remember that definition word for word. 
was the first question asked that final test 
primary reading. ‘Reading readiness 
state preparedness begin learning 
read printed 

While our new teacher ponders the defini- 
tion, may that the instructional implica- 
tions that definition assume the proportions 
tidal wave theory against nonexistent 
wall experience. 

this point, just because like her en- 
thusiasm, her spirit adventure, and her 
receptive attitude toward assistance, de- 
cide sit down and write this article made 
suggestions which hope will prove 
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helpful meeting the question reading 
readiness, she faces roomful thirty 
forty distinctly individual six-year-olds. 


Factors Reading Readiness 


The definition reading readiness implies 
the necessity the teacher’s assumption 
the role explorer order determine the 
following: 

The child’s intellectual development: 
mental age, training and achievement. 

His physical development. 

His personal development: (a) emotional 
stability, (6) adjustment social situations 
found the classroom. 

There are certain factors which determine 
the varying degrees reading readiness found 
any first-grade class. find that the most 
important these factors may outlined 
briefly answering the following questions. 

What the child’s background 
understanding? 

How extensive his vocabulary? 

How accurate are his speech patterns? 

What the quality his oral English? 

What his ability attention? 

What his ability sense sequence 
ideas? 

How far able follow directions? 

What his ability handle equipment? 

Does want read? 

Our first objective exploring the child’s 
intellectual development determine his 
mental age. order determine this 
standard test intelligence given. The 
primary teacher will find tabulating the 
results that she has pupils whose mental ages 
vary from four years six and half even 
seven years. Children with mental ages from 
five six may require from few weeks 
six months reading activity before reading 
instruction begins. The children whose mental 
ages are from four five may need year 
preparatory work. 
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order discover the factors which de- 
termine the child’s reading readiness stand- 
ard reading readiness test should given. 

However, grouping the children, the 
teacher’s wisdom should combine the findings 
these objective tests with those formulated 
her own judgment her actual dealing 
with the child’s abilities. This grouping should 
flexible enough allow the shifting 
individual children from one group another. 

means various preparatory activities, 
the teacher may strengthen the child’s atti- 
tudes, abilities, and habits that will 
prepared read with greater facility than 
would possible without this preparation for 
reading readiness. 


The Child Needs Experiences 


There fairyland formula for discover- 
ing reading readiness. The reading readiness 
test way finding out the child recog- 
nizes the essential differences symbols. 
does not recognize them needs help 
attaining the essential skills and habits neces- 
sary for reading readiness. 

Preprimers and primers are based upon 
children’s experiences. However the experience 
city child may differ greatly from that 
child the country. city child the 
words cow, horse, duck might quite foreign, 
but familiar child living the country. 

order assist the mastery the 
interpretation symbols and fix the 
memory the printed symbols words, the 
teacher must supply abundance meaning- 
ful concepts. 

She will bring these real and varied concepts 
the children means such experiences 
as: 

Excursions see animals, trees, activi- 
ties connected with the child’s environment, 
etc. 

Social experiences the classroom. 

Activities involving planning 
struction. 

Practical experiences where the child 
does the thing himself. 

Participation games. 

Telling and listening stories and study- 
ing pictures. 

Songs and action poems. 

Discussing and dramatizing situations, 
such politeness, safety rules, etc. 

From these varied and many activities the 
teacher keeps mind the objectives she 
wishes the child attain, as: 

The exploration facts and objects 
round about him. 

The training the ability think out 
solution daily problems which confront 

im. 

The development good speaking 
vocabulary. 

The ability use simple English sen- 
tences easily. 

establish accurate enunciation and 
pronunciation. 

broaden the child’s memory span 
that can keep series ideas mind. 

For the first exploration step prepara- 
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tion for reading readiness, the children may 
make excursions which they discoyer simple 
facts about transportation, foods, communica- 
tion, industries, other 
terests. 

Learning Use Words 

The discussion dramatization these 
situations will serve make them more real. 

For the second step, problems involving 
classroom conduct, the construction toy, 
the care growing plant, the care 
pet will help develop the ability think 
out problems. 

The development and use broad vocab- 
ulary may accomplished teacher instruc- 
tion, class discussion, dramatization, and oral 
reading the teacher. 

the training for the fluent use easy 
sentences, the teacher provides situations for 
conversation, discussion, dramatizing stories, 
playing games, learning poems and songs. 

the training for accurate speech, the 
teacher must herself give the perfect example 
correct enunciation and pronunciation. 

Defects speech should discovered and 
steps taken correct them. 

There should direct teaching correct 
common errors speech. 

After the teacher has combined the results 
the objective tests with the promptings 
her own judgment, she will find that she can 
place the children three groups. She will 
find that the children the highest group 
need only few weeks reading readiness 
preparation before beginning book reading. 
The second group may need from three 
six months and the lowest group may need 
year preparation. 

order meet objections raised the 
parents the slower children the teacher 
should endeavor establish sympathetic 
and understanding attitude toward the child’s 
difficulties and enlist the parents’ co-opera- 
tion the idea that this slower progress 
the beginning will for the child’s ultimate 
good. Most parents will respond these 
efforts when they are convinced the reason. 

The approach book reading should 
planned the teacher the form 
reading experience chart using the vocabulary 
the preprimer. essential that the child 
should know the words which will meet 
the preprimer stories before given the 
book.

General Comment the Two Highest 
Evaluations 


Probably, the readers may and even should 
object some these evaluations. 
average opinion cannot anyone’s opinion 
particular. The final scores are composite 
opinion made divergent views, each de- 
viate evaluation carrying its proper statistical 
weight. composite score this type might 
well called, “The Fashion the Times.” 
very few years, this may 
change, even radically, due outside and in- 
side influences, new inventions, new university 
courses, and multitude other factors. The 
two items polling the highest scores were No. 
“The Academic and No. 
“Mechanical Equipment.” Our religious teach- 
ers fully realize that good classroom essen- 
tial but that there exist other vital factors 
that are required make the school success. 
Possibly, the relative high score for mechani- 
cal equipment was due the evaluation 
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the younger teachers. their preconvent 
days, their civilian home, they had had 
many modern devices and conveniences and 
they were convinced that these represent 
nite necessity for peaceful and happy home 
although not absolutely essential the 
amount. There were relatively few protest 
deviate voters improperly overweigh this 
particular score. Some remarked, concernin 
mechanical equipment, “Very little thought 
was given the relative importance 
mechanical equipment.” Others expressed the 
thought that, “Some modern schools were 
built, incorporating ideas many years 
Catholic practice the mechanical equipment 
field lagged the up-to-date ideas twenty 
years more.” The majority were the 
opinion that, good teachers make school 
what and least, temporarily, good 
job teaching regardless the mechanical 
equipment. 


Administration Rooms Receive 
Relatively Low Evaluation 


This item received relatively low evalua- 
tion. difficult account for this this 
age centralization.

Education Bills For Congress 


Among the many issues the 80th Congress left 
unsolved plague the 81st federal aid edu- 
cation, and plague indeed it’s proving be. 
The Thomas Bill, backed Elbert Thomas 
Utah and other senators reintroduces Taft’s 
program: aid for nonpublic schools. Meanwhile 
Representative John Fogarty and Senators 
Brien McMahon and Edwin Johnson have 
sponsored their respective houses, bills provid- 
ing pay boosts for public school teachers and 
transportation, nonreligious textbooks, and health 
and welfare aids children attending schools. 
They suggest that, where state laws forbid sup- 
poft nonpublic schools, money given direct 
private institutions whose educational stand- 
ards are state approved. Such the arrangement 
now effect under the Federal School Lunch Act. 
The preamble the McMahon-Johnson Bill em- 
phasizes that education primarily parental, 
not state right, and that federal aid purposes 
merely assist parents exercise that right.
